"central processing unit, microprocessor." The functional units described in the excerpt from the Patterson book are not central 
processing units." 

However. Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionarv specifically defines a processor as "part of the computer that operates on data." 
The functional units of Patterson each clearly operate on data. If applicant would like specific limitations read into the claims, 
then applicant should specifically claim those limitations. Therefore this argument is moot .
